3-E.  Whoever  being  an  examinee,  within  the  permises  Criminal  intimidation  m 
of  an  examination  centre,  by  words  or  by  gesture  or  by  use  of  relation  to  recognised 

any  weapon  or  an  object  which  if  used  as  a weapon  of  attack  is  examination, 
likely  to  cause  injury  to  any  human  being,  criminally  intimidates 
an  officer  in  charge  of  an  examination  centre,  by  whatever  name 
called,  or  any  invigilator  or  any  member  of  staff  assisting  sue 
officer-in-charge  in  the  conduct  of»  any  recognised  examination 
or  whoever  in  the  like  manner  criminally  intimidates  any  per- 
son otherwise  concerned  with  the  conduct  of  examination  as 
' paper  setter  or  in  any  other  capacity  whatsoever  shall  be  gui  ty 
of  an  offence  of  criminal  intimidation  in  relation  to  recognised 
examination.]1^ 

[4.  Whoever  contravenes  the  provisions  of  section  3-A,  Penalty, 
section  3-B,  section  3-C,  section  3-D,  or  commits  an  offence  of 
criminal  intimidation  under  section  3-E,  shall  be  punished 
with  imprisonment  of  either  description  which  may  extend  to 
three  years  or  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  five  thousand 
rupees  or  with  both.]2 

[5.  Conviction  under  section  4 shall  signify  an  act  of  Conviction  to  be  act  of 
moral  turpitude  shall  disqualify  the  person  convicted  from  see-  moral  turpitude 
king  any  employment  or  service  in  either  case  in  connection  disqualifying  for  service  or 
with  the  affairs  of  the  State.  ' employment  under  State. 

6.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Code  of  Offences  to  be 

Criminal  Procedure,  1973  (No.  2 of  1974),  the  offence  undre  tried  summarily, 
this  Act  shall  be  tried  in  a summary  way  by  any  juduicial  magi- 
strate of  the  first  class  specially  empowered  in  this  behalf  by  the 

State  Government  and  the  provision  of  section  262  to  265  (both 
inclusive)  of  the  said  Code,  shall,  as  for  as  may  be,  apply  to 
such  trial  : , 

Provided  that  in  a case  of  conviction  for  any  offence  in  a 
summary  trial  under  this  section  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Magistrate  to  pass  a sentence  of  imprisonment  for  a term  for 
which  such  offence  is  punishable  under  the  relevant  section.]  3 

7.  The  State  Government  may,  by  notification  add  to,  Power  to  amend  Schedule, 

or  exciude  from,  the  Schedule  any  examination.
